This great 
concern, with its enormous capital, gees 
into a town and, in order to get the 
bnfioes", to crush out its weaker com- 
petitor, will undersell him, and, because 
of its vast business, is enabled to under- 
selt-MtB, He'SafiBofJ2etp "biaaself. 


Every on** of tkase small men bos* -to 


go to the wall. It's a mere quss'ion !>of 
time when this big firm will absorb and 
ruin them all." 


Later on he says that "in five 


years from today there will not be an 
independent business man in any large 
or in any considerable place in the 
Dinted States. Every business will be 
m the hands of a strong, consolidated 
organization, which is called a trust. Ij 
will destroy all opportunity for inde- 
pendent energy or competition, or for 
that rise of young men which, we have 
boasted, has been one of the great op 
poitunities of this country," 


These opinions, being Mr. Depew's de 


liberate judgement when he was a rail- 
road president, of course, will lead him, 
now that he has abandoned pri%'ate bus 
ness and engaged wholly in the public 
service, to become A leader m the oppo- 
sition to the enormous tnt«ta and mo- 
nopolies which aie now b ing formed 
all over the United Stites, un'i which 
will soon crush out individual entei- 
pnse. 


The great danger is that trusts and 


monopolies, with lie money power 
pressing them forward, will take pos- 
session of the Republic m paity and leal 
it on to defeat 


Mr. Depew will be a great tower of 


strength in the efforts, which it is neces- 
sary to make, to save tbe Republican 
party from such a catastrophe. Learned 
earnest, eloquent and single hearted in 
his political demotion to tha country 
and its interests, as against sirgleor 
local interest, Mr. Depew can doubtless.

The Wile's Letter*. 


The question is again being discuss- 


ed whether marriage gives a husband 
the right to open and read his wife's | 
letters. Fifty years ago this right 
was never questioned, but in America 
of late the courts have taken 
the 


ground that this right does not exist. 
A decision to that effect is quoted as a 
curiosity in France, where it is held 
that a wife has no right to a private 
correspondence. 
European laws im- 


ply that a wife may not demand pri- 
vacy in her correspondence, but that 
she and her husband are one and he is 
that one—for she is strictly forbidden 
to read or open his letters and even if 
they are left lying around she has no 
legal right to use any 
information

(Pyrnne's) man was to bring him a 
roll and pot of ale to refoclllate hia 
wasted spirits; so ha studied and drank 
and munched some bread, and this 
maintained him till night; and then h* 
made a good supper. Now. he did well 
not 'to dine, which, breaks off one'* 
fancy, which will not presently be re- 
gained." 
-The danger of a priori reasoning 
may be seen from the above quotation. 
Those who hav» forgotten 
about 


Prynne would take him from this note 
of his diet to be a Bohemian of a well- 
known old-fashioned type; yet he was 
a stern, uncompromising Puritan, who 
suffered mutilation and the pillory, and 
had a violent and very un-Bohemian 
prejudice against the stage. The diet 
does not then proclaim the man. We 
doubt, however, If the serious student 
of the end of the nineteenth century 
would do well to "refocillate his wast- 
ed spirits" by drinking a pot of ale 
every three hours. Pyrnne was per- 
haps wise not to dice, which meant 
to lunch In those days, and implied a 
very heavy meal. "But the munching 
of rolls all day and the "good supper" 
were questionable. His style was very 
caustic; perhaps because of the mis- 
rule of Charles I, but possibly, also.

Bowers. Their essewtfal feature is to 
give Japan a status as a modern nation*, 
instead of imposing the restrictions 
whl?h she wa$ under, along with China 
and other eastern countries, bfefore hei 
advance to modern methods. The entire 
extra territorial system is swept away 
by the nsw treaties. 


This gave to foreign powers, including 


the United States, a right to try civil 
and criminal cstses relating to their own 
Citizens in consular courts instead of in 
the Japansse courts. - Her&ifter these 
foreign courts will 'be abolished and 
Japanese courts will try all cases arike. 
' Another .feature is in opening up the 
entire interior of Japan to the capital 
and enterprise of foreign merchants. At 
the 'present restrictions on aliens art 
very severe except at Yokohoma anc 
a few large places, the intei'ior being 
practically in the exclusive occupancy 
of the natives. Now, however, foreign 
settlement and trade is invited, and the 
richness of the interior promises larg-e 
commercial returns'. The rates of duty 
between the two countries will(not be 
changed, as this branch of the new rein- 
t5on already has gon« into operation.

The j 
negrot-s w«-rc held for the burning of the j 
town, three fires since Jan. 1 having 
nearly completely destroyed it. 


The mob rode into the town about 1 


o'clock. The little house which is being 
used as a jail since the fire was near the 
centre of the town. The guard was 
called "on to turn over the nine negroes 
held there for trial on the charge of ar- 
aon. He refused, and awakened his as- 
sistants. They were quickly overpow- 
ered. however, and with a rush the 
"white caps" made for the prisoners, 
who had been awakened by the noise 
outside. They began begging for mercy, 
but were quickly shot down. 


The greatest excitement prevails. 


Nearly everybody in the town was 
aroused by the shooting, and spent the 
remainder of the night on the street. An 
outbreak on the. part of the negroes of 
this vicinity is feared. There are many 
threats to avenge the shooting of the 
members of their race. At 8 o'clock 
about 50 negroes were on the streets in a 
tfery sullen mood. 


Governor Cahdler has* been called upon 


for troops to allay the apprehension here 
and;, put down, and uprising, but none 
have y-et arrived. 


Four dead negroes lie in Johnson's 


warehouse. Beside them, groaning in 
agony, are live of their race, all victims 
of the assault made by white Men of this 
neighborhood. _. 


The dead are: Bud Cotton, Henry 


Bingham, Tip Hutson, Ed BrOwn. 


The wounded are; John Blgby; Clem 


Watts, shot in abdomen ; George Taylor, 
•wounded in thigh; Isham Brown, shot 
in body: John Jamison, arm fractured. 


The citzens are patrolling the main 


street of the town and dispersing an oc- 
casional group of muttering negroes- 
Wbo seem determined to get some sort 
of revenge for the slaughter of four of 
their race. 


The scene at Johnson's v/a rehouse, 


where the nine negroes v/ere cortfttipd, 
and which is now filled with, the dead 
and dying, is a revolting and nfiserabl* 
one. Blood covers the floor; ami black- 
ened TV alls are indented witii rUle shots. 


Wives and children of the negroes are 


kneeling by their side in the dimly light- 
ed room, and piercing the air with their 
moans of anguiahl 


Mayor Arnold has s'um.moned a guard 


of 5 citizens to patrol the streets and 
warehouses, and every citizfen seen oii 
the street fe armed with a gun. The Pal- 
metto cotton, mills have shut down for 
the day on account of the excitement. 


The mob was composed of 150 men. 


Where they come from is not known, 
That soime of the people of Palmetto, but 
not the better class, were -in the mob goej 
without saying. Every face was masked, 
and when the warehouse was reached.the 
special guatid of five mead were covered 
without a word. In a minute the mob was 
In the big warehouse arid the fusilltaae 
opened. The frightened negroes sent 
up yell after yell, begging for mercy, 
but it had no effect on the mob. When 
the work was finished the masked men 
turned and quickly disappeared as they 
had come, on Horseback.

The Introduction of typewriter »a- 


s in telegraph ofilces, on which '

I ceived, has necessitated increasing tht 
, volume of sound emanating from tbt 
j sounders in order to make their clicks 
, clearly distinguishable above the click 


of the typewriter machine. The result 


j has been that the noise in telegraph of- 


J fices has in many cases increased to 


such an extent as to be a serious men- 


. <ite to the health of the operators. 
] 
In order to reduce this noise and to 


make the received message entirely 
secret a special sounder has been in- 
vented. 
The sounder, which is in- 


closed in a hard rubber case, is very 
light, the whole thing, with conducting 
cord complete, weighing but 
four 


ounces. It can be used not only with- 
out the slightest inconvenience to the 
operator, but much to his comfort and 
advantage, relieving him of all un- 
necessary nerve and physical strain. It 
can be attached directly to the main 
line, where it acts as a combined relay 
and sounder, giving all the service of 
both, without any of the disadvantages 
and annoyances of a main line sounder. 


The mechanism of tins little instru- 


ment is very simple, consisting of a set 
of electro-magnets of from 2 to 150 
ohms resistance (according to require- 
ments). An ingenious arrangement of 
the armature and lever brings the 
former in actual contact with the poles 
of the magnets in such a manner as to 
double the working force of tha arma- 
ture. The armature lever is provided 
with hammers, which, in action, strike 
upon a resonating plate; a shifter or 
switch at the side of the ease draws the 
hammers from the plate 'and reduces 
the sound to a minimum. 


Owing to the loudness of the sound 


when the hammers strike upon the re- 
sonating plate messages may he re- 
ceived with the sounder placed on the 
table or desk, and in this way it may 
also be used for a call, thus combining 
in one instrument both a loud and 
secret sounder. Should it be desired 
to take a secret message the sounder 
is adjusted from the outside by means 
of the shifter referred to, which is 
graded so that the operator may regu- 
late the volume of sound to suit his 
own ear. This may be from the faint- 
est click to the full volume of the loud- 
est sounder. 
The instrument is then 


worn on the head. The case and head- 
band being made of hard rubber in- 
sures the operator from shock from 
abnormal currents passing through the 
line.

for use, 100 to 200 pounds at a time. It 
will not spoil if kept dry. 
Insist that 


it have but little odor, and do not be- 
lieve the dealer when he declares that 
decaying animal matter is an essential' 
ingredient of fertilizers. 
He is mis- j 


taken. 


One hundred pounds of this fertilizer 


should not cost more than $2, and 200 
pounds not more than $3.50 delivered. 
The dealer makes a good profit at these 
prices.

printed on the bag is as i'ollowa: 
Nitrogen 
3 p. c. 


Water-soluble phosphoric acid...6p c. 
Potash 
9 p. c. 


There may be a number of things 


aside from the above printed on the 
bag; eliminate them, only the above 
data are of value. 
The name or brand 


of fertilizer is of no consequence. One 
who has but a small place cannot af- 
ford to go to the trouble of buying 
separate fertilizer ingredients and mix- 
ing them. It is a wise economy, both 
of time and money, to buy a good com- 
plete fertilizer as suggested.
